Th ey h eard th at German, Ital­ 
ian and Spanish guns are in 
place at Algeciras, seven miles 
across th e bay . And th ey believe 
more guns are h idden in th e 
Spanish Moroccan mountains 15 
miles across th e strait. 
Nearby in th e Atlantic, th e 
Nazi navy is h olding target prac­ 
tice. And in th e Mediterranean, 
Italian warsh ips and submarines 
are maneuvering. 
But 
British 
officials 
aren’t 
worried. Th ey recall th at th ey ’ve 
h eld Gib for 300 y ears. And th ey 
believe th at—with French h elp 
—th ey still can figh t off all com­ 
ers. A British naval ex pert sums 
it up th us: 
“In my opinion, Gibraltar is 
invulnerable. It can return blow 
for blow, and it’s very improb­ 
able th at th e lobbing of sh ells 
and bombs into th e h arbor...

Gib is a th ree-mile-long, 1,-

Wash ingto n, May 5 (A*)—Th e 
senate military co mmittee ap­ 
pro v ed to d ay a bill to permit th e 
go v ernment to d raft capital in 
ev ent o f war. 
Th e measure, pro po sed by Sen­ 
ato r Lee (D-Okla) wo uld call fo r 
a “wealth census” in th e ev ent 
o f any d efense emergency in 
wh ich th e d rafting o f manpo wer 
was inv o lv ed . 
On th e basis o f th is census, cit­ 
izens wo uld be required to buy 
5 0-y ear war lo an bo nd s bearing 
1 per cent interest. Th e amo unt 
to be bo ugh t wo uld be fix ed o n a 
grad uated scale. 
A perso n with net wealth o f 
$1,000 to $10,000 fo r instance, 
wo uld be required to spend fiv e 
per cent o f h is wealth o n th e 
bo nd s.

A news dispatch from Lewes, Delaware, tell­ 
ing of the death of a parrot at the age of 50, re­ 
lates th at the bird was taught to shout “H ur­ 
rah for Cleveland” when it first learned to talk 
and never ceased, throughout the half-century, 
to give occasional utterance to the phrase. Even 
though stricken blind in later years, the parrot 
was faithful to the first Democratic President to 
hold office since the Civil War. 
W hat an effective method to perpetuate the 
memory of our Presidents or other public men! 
It m ight be possible to train the birds not only 
to call for cheers for the subject, but to add some 
phrase such as “The greatest m an of his kind 
who ever lived.” Fifty years of this repetition, 
either during a m an’s lifetime or afterward, 
ought to establish some sort of reputation. P ar­ 
rots can easily be taught to repeat w hat they 
hear if it is said often enough. And if taught 
nothing but good, th a t would be all they would 
repeat. 
Of course a danger arises here. Some enemy 
m ight acquire the parrot after it had been well 
taught and its owner, perhaps, had passed on, 
and then the bird m ight be coached to nullify 
the complimentary words with something quite 
the opposite. 
Perhaps, after all, reputations are better pre­ 
served in memory, in printed books or on graven 
stone.

JEWISH INFLUENCE ON 
CIVILIZATION 
The Jews were of no im port­ 
ance in the affairs of the great 
nations of their day. They were 
few in numbers and had but lit­ 
tle wealth. 
Their country was 
barren and undesirable. They 
built few cities and left few m on­ 
uments. Practically all of their 
civilization and their arts were 
borrowed 
from 
other 
people. 
And yet this petty, insignificant, 
helpless people had a more pro­ 
found effect upon the later civ­ 
ilization of the world than did 
any other race, even including 
the Greek and the Roman. For 
from the religion of the Jew 
came a code of conduct which 
influenced not only the Christ­ 
ian religion but also almost every 
other im portant religipn which 
has persisted until modern times. 
The Jew gave to the world the 
Ten Commandments—the Gold­ 
en Rule—and Christianity. 
He may or may not have been 
the first to believe th at there was 
but one God. He may have bor­ 
rowed every one of the Ten Com­ 
m andm ents from older and more 
heatenish 
religions. 
And 
we 
know th a t he was not the first 
of m ankind to teach the kindly 
doctrine th a t we call the Golden 
Rule—the 
doctrine 
th at 
one 
should not do unto others such 
things as he would not have 
others do unto him. The point 
is th a t the Jew did teach these 
things—and th at eventually his 
successors sold these ideas of 
morality to the world. 
And 
from 
the 
Jews 
came 
Christ—son of a Jewish mother 
—a Jew of the Jews—with twelve 
Jewish disciples. 
Who, then, can say th at the 
Jews have not had the most pro­ 
found effect of all the peoples on 
the affairs of mankind? 


THE GREEKS 
(Refer to Maps Nos 5, 7 and 


8 in your Historical Atlas) 
The Greek tribes, who called 
themselves Hellenes, were the 
first of the Aryans to come in 
contact with civilization. They 
were wild barbarians, living far 


north of the M editerranean in 
the valleys of the Balkan m oun­ 
tains.

Iberian 
tribes, 
they finally came into contact 
with the settlem ents and towns 
of the Cretans and other more 
cultured peoples of the M editer­ 
ranean. Little by little these 
Greeks secured possession of the 
m ainland and the islands of the 
Grecian Archipelago, and even­ 
tually crossed over to Asia Minor 
and established colonies there. 
They took to the sea and sailed 
eastward to establish colonies on 
the shores of the Black Sea— 
back behind the 
Dardanelles. 
They colonized southern Italy 
and Sicily long before there were 
any Romans in Italy. They even 
had a trading colony at far away 
Marseilles, on the site of an eaf- 
lier Phoenician colony. 
The Greek was unknown to the 
M editerranean world before 1500 
B. C. All of these conquests and 
colonies had been achieved by 
7 00 B. C.—by the time the Jews 
were carried off to Babylon. The 
Cretan civilization was so far a 
thing of the past th at men did 
not remember it. And the im per­ 
ial city of Rome was a tiny, fil­ 
thy village. 
The Greeks were like the Jews 
in th at their im portant contri­ 
bution to the affairs of m ankind 
were m ental rather than physi­ 
cal. For they never made im­ 
portant conquests; 
and never, 
save in the case of Persia, were 
they able to change the course of 
history in battle.

POLAND AWAITS 
REACTION FROM 
BECK’S ADDRESS

and sees no reason to resort to 
su ch methods now. 
Informed Polish circles ex ­ 
pressed no direct concern in au ­ 
thoritativ e reports from London 
that Britain had proposed to 
form a triple alliance inclu ding 
Sov iet Ru ssia and France. 
Reports that su ch an agree­ 
ment might be made to inclu de 
Ru ssian military aid to Poland 
met with the statem ent th at “if 
Poland wants any thing 
from 
Ru ssia she can ask for it di­ 
rectly .” 
It was pointed ou t that Po­ 
land, throu gh her 1932 non-ag­ 
gression pact and her 1938 trade 
protocol with Sov iet was in an 
ex cellent position to deal with 
Moscow if necessary . 
Observ ers agreed th at more 
complete u nanimity wou ld be 
difficu lt to find than in the press 
comment on Beck’s speech. 
Throu ghou t the comment, the 
thou ght ran that Poland had 
not closed the door to negotia­ 
tions with Germany , that» the 
Polish memorandu m clearly in­ 
dicated the basis on which Po­ 
land will negotiate, and that any 
gestu res toward peacefu l rela­ 
tions mu st now come from Ger­ 
many . 
In his speech Beck declared 
Poland wou ld not su rrender her 
rights in Danzig and wou ld not 
permit, herself to be cu t off from 
the Baltic. 
He cited Poland’s 
willingness not to interfere with 
ideological and cu ltu ral rights of 
the German majority there, and 
her offer of a Polish-German 
gu arantee of the continu ed free 
statu s of the city to replace 
Leagu e of nations su perv ision. 
He rejected proposals to su r­ 


render sov ereignty ov er a right 
of 
way 
connecting 
Germany 
proper with East Pru ssia, bu t 
declared willingness to negotiate 
on transit priv ileges. 
His phrase, th at Poland does 
“not know the conception of 
peace at any price,” howev er, 
was the one th at cau ght the 
pu blic fancy . 
Apparently the speech identi­ 
fied him with pu blic feeling, for 
when almost any Pole was asked 
what he thou ght of the address 
he answered: “I am a Pole, and 
Beck spoke as a Pole. W hat else 
can I say ?” 
Warsaw street car condu ctors 
marched in a grou p to the for­ 
eign office to pledge their su p­ 
port to the gov ernment. 
There were other stories show­ 
ing arou sed patriotic feeling. A 
nu mber of hou semaids were re­ 
ported to hav e donated life sav ­ 
ings to a v olu ntary aid defense 
fu nd.
